Cuatranooga (Tenn.,) Aug. 19. —|By 
the Associated Press.] Uncertainty no 
longer marks the condition of things at 
the seat of war. Fort Anderson has 
been relieved and is no longer in a state 
of siege. The tables have been turned, 
and the miners, instead of being the 
hunters, are the hunted, Gen. Carnes’s 
forces reached the neighborhood of the 
beleaguered camp at daybreak in the 
rear of the miners’ rabble. On his ar- 
rival a wild scene of confasion en- 
sued.

Coan Cnesx (Tenn.,) Aug. 19.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The battle at 
Coal Creek is atanend. When Maj. 
Carpenter turned into the mountains at 
Offutt’s last night with 125 brave men 
the night was perfectly dark. Although 
the Major is familiar with every bypath 
in the black wilds it Was found difficult 
to keep the direction, as not even the 
stars were shining. After a while four 
men appeared an offered to guide the 
party. Maj. Carpenter reluctantly ac- 
cepted the offer, the march was 
again taken up and at better speed. 

Between 5 and 6 o’clock, while en- 
tirely unconscious of danger, the men 
were fired upon from behind. The 
miners lay behind a stone ledge. Their 
broadside mowed down Volunteers John 
Walthal and Rush Given of Knoxville 
and wounded Volunteer Tom Carter, 
also of Knoxville. Maj. Carpenter's 
men wheeled and fought bravely, but 
retreat was necessary. kept 
fighting all the way. The volunteers 
fell back to Clinton, six miles, reaching 
there at noon. 

In the meantime Gen. Carnes. has es- 
tablished himself at Offutt’s to await 
daylight. With the first streak of dawn 
the advance on Coal Creek began. The 
miners fired over their heads from the 
mountains so that the bullets could be 
heard whistling by the soldiers. The 
soldiers returned the fire. At noon 
Gen. Carnes captured a band of miners. 
They were released on their promise to 
deliver up Capt. Anderson. At the ap- 

inted hour nothing was to be seen of 
either Capt. Anderson or of the min- 
ers. Then Gen. Carnes entered Coal 
Creek. There he found that desultory 
fignting had been going on between the 
troops ahd miners at Fort Anderson all 
day. The miners surrendered at 4:80 
p.m. Gen. Anderson was restordd to 
the command and peace declared.

Two sets of plans for the Santa Fé 
company’s new passenger depot in Los 
Angeles have been sent East for selec- 
tion and approval by the directors and 
administrative officials. These plans 
were prepared here and embody the 
features deemed most Gesirable for the 
company’s needs, One plan is for a 
graceful wooden structure, the central 

rtion of which will be two stories in 

wars, 2 Ny the wings on each side being 
in an arcade running the length of 
— building. The other plan is for a 
brick building of much the same gen- 
eral form, but ail one story, the central 
section to be surmounted by a minaret. 
The ground plan shows large wait- 
ing rooms and conveniently located 
apartments for the ticket agent, — A 
gage, telegraph, news and lunch stan 
and all the other accessories of a first- 
class passenger depot. Either building 
a. upon the site selected, near the 
irst street bridge, will be an ornament 
to that portion of the city anda credit 
to the railroad. Nothing will be done 
inthe matter now ufitil the Eastern

RAILROAD AND FERRY FIGHT.

As is known by those who 
have ever visited that region, a citizen 
of San Pedro has been doing a good 
business running a ferry across the bay 
from the city to Terminal Island. This 
ferry line consists of a roomy flat-bot- 
tomed row boat, propelled by the mus- 
erminal 
road was opened upto the island the 
boat has done a good business, sspeci- 
ally on Sundays and holidays. The ferry 
landing on the San Pedro side is on the 
dock p N of the Southern Pacific, 
as it could not well be anywhere else. 
that company possessing the entire 
water front. That company, noting 
the growing business of the ferry and 
the accommodations if offers to the 
patrons of the rival Terminal line, has 
taken steps to curtailit. The ferryman 
was informed that he could use the 
landing hereafter only on a yearly 
lease, which could be canceled at five 
days’ notice. The ferryman agreed to

The city will en- 
dea vor to condemn a right-of-way: for a 
street across. the Southern c's 


tracks and wharf to the water’s edge as 


the only means of permitting citizens to 
reach the ferry. It is thought that this 
strife which has been stirred up afresh 
will result in much bitterness.

We know little as to the rights and 
| Wrongs involved in the policy pursued 
by the State of Tennessee in hiring out

probably demoralizes the labor market 
so that free miners cannot earn what 
they should. We know it is customary 
for convicts in various State peniten- 
tiaries to be employed at something by 
which they earn a part of the cost of 
their maintenance. Sometimes this 
employment consists of making boots 
and shoes, furniture, brooms, cord- 
prison- 
ers accomplish in these lines they 
no doubt interfere more or less 
with the same lines of indus- 
try carried on by private enterprise. 
But it becomes a serious question with 
the taxpayers whether these prisoners 
help to earn their own living or whether 
they must be supported in idleness. 
Of the two evils—competition with 
some established industries or increased 
expense | ‘for all industries to bear—per- 
haps the former is the less. It is a 
question of policy which every State 
determines for itself. 

But, outside of this question, we know 
that the way to reform any evil which 
has thus grown up, is not by resort to 
violence and rebellion against the au- 
thority of the State, but by the quiet 
and peaceful process of the ballot. The 
citizens of Tennessee have the same 
right to shape the policy of their State 
through the elections as the citizens of 
every other commonwealth in the 
Union. This being the case, no class 
that feels aggrieved has any moral or 
legal right to resort to violence for the 
redress of such grievances. Let them 
carry their wrongs into politics—that is 
the arena in which a self-governing 
people are required to adjust their dif- 
ferences. 

If the government of Tennessee had 
taken this ground—if it had first main- 
tained its authority and next set itself 
to eradicating the evils complained of— 
it would have come out of the ordeal 
with some self-respect at home and 
some dignity in popular estimation. 
But it did not. It first al- 
lowed itself to be overridden and 
insulted, and then demonstrated by its 
bad faith that it deserved to be in- 
sulted. Important issues cannot be 
dodged in such a chicken-hearted way. 
It takes some courage as well as some 
consistency to run the government of 
a State. The unpleasant things which 
Gov. Buchanan attempted to sneak out 
of he finds that he must now face and. 
settle in a more heroic form than would 
have been required when the difficulty 
first broke out. Few people have any 
sympathy or admiration for a coward 
who fights only because he is forced to. 
A rat weill do as much as that. 

We hope, for the sake of law and 
order and for the maintenance of an 
established government, that the riot- 
ing miners will be finally defeated; that 
there will be no compromise with them 
this time, but that every man Jack who 
hastaken up arms against the State 
will be severely punished. These men 
have not only made rebels of them- 
selves, but they have shown that they 
do noteven regard the rules of civi- 
lized warfare.

Traveling on the Desert. 

Grove A. Johnson, a pioneer who has 
bad an experience of fifteen years or 
more on the Colorado Desert, gives this 
ad vice through the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer to those who venture upon its 
arid wastes in summer: 

Never travel in the daytime. Lay by 
atthe water holes during the hottest 
part of the day, and whenthe sun be- 
gins to lose its power leave for the next 
watering place. 

The next thing is the care of water. 
I used leather bottles, the leather nat- 
urally dressed, lixe buckskin, being the 
dest for the purpose, as it is sufficiently 
porous to permit of evaporation and 
thus keeps the contents cool. If the 
bottles fall they do not break. If 
obliged to use a canteen cover it with 
canvas lined with raw wool and thor- 
oughly soak it when filled. The blan- 
ket covering is all right if you have suf- 
ficient water to keep it wet. 

The next consideration is provisions. 
Take a quart bag and fill it with pinole. 
This is made of parched corn or wheat, 
ground very fine, Put a pound of sugar 
in asepatate bag and tie both to your 
saddle horn. When thirsty take a pint 
cup of water, add a tablespoon of sugar 
and enovgh of the pinole to thicken it 
to the consistency of soup. 

Never drink water on the desert 
except in this way, as it not only acts 
as a food, but neutralizes the effect of 
the alkali in the water and the water 
will go four times as far. The water 


on the desert is alkali, and taken in its 


native state only increases thirst. 

The. remainder of your provisions 
should consist of tea or coffee and pilot 
bread. Three or four days before start- 
ing cut some fresh beef into strips two 
or three inches wide and three-quarters 
of an inch thick. Rubin a very little 
salt and hang it in the sun to cure. 
Take no salt or fat meats of any kind, 
and above all take nostimulants. Your 
jerked beef thrown on the coals does 
away with a frying-pan, and a quart 
cup in which to boil your coffee is all 
the cooking you will need. 
Avoid traveling on wheels. For the 
legitimate prospector a burro is ample 
to pack all supplies, is patient, faith-

The Line ‘of California to 


Avoat Hundred Square of| 
Territory to be Added... 


and an Appropriation Made 
for the Purpose—Some of the | 
Mistakes of the Past 


‘Ath last the eastern boundary line of 
California is to be definitely and perma- 


State will have gained from Nevada a 
strip of land a half mile or so wide and 
from 100 to 400 miles long, comprising, 
it is thought, 100 square miles or more 
of territory. The Sundry Civil Bill re- 
cently approved by the President, con- 
tained an appropriation of $18,500 for 
the resurvey of the eastern boundary 
line of this State southeastward from 
Lake Tahoe to the Colorado River. 
This will ‘hot be sufficient to complete 
the survey, but work will be begun soon 
and what is done will be final, and the 


time. 

As this Siate 15 about to acquire such 
a dig shaving of mountain, valley and. 
desert, including a fine strip of the Car-

Dr. Keating Will Fight the Matter 
with the Supervisors, - 


Preparing to Close the Liquor- selling 
taurants on Sunday—Fires in the Temes- 
cal Mountains—Redlands Adopts 
the Sewer Farm System. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

It was announced that proceedings would 
be begun yesterday before the County Su- 
pervisors to remove Dr, A. C. Keating from 
the position of County Physician and super- 
intendent of the county hospital. J. N. 
Victor, chairman of the Board of Super- 
visors, had asked for the resignation of Dr. 
Keating, but the doctor refused to resign. 
It is rumored that Victor then said that 
either the doctor or he would have to go. 
The doctor said that he was going to stay 
in. Then rumors of serious charges against 
the doctor were in circulation, drawing a 
large crowd of curious people to the meet. 
ing of the board yesterday morning. An 
affidavit was filed with the board charging 
Dr. Keating with having been upon several 
dates named so much under the influence 
ofa drug as to render him unfit for the 
duties ot the omce. R. E. Bledsoe and Frank 
Daley I as attorneys for the doctor 

and asked for time in which to answer the 
charges and if there were any others. | 

Chairman Victor said: that it would be 
shown that the doctor had been making of 
the county hospital a house of prostitution. 

The attorneys demanded that this charge 
be putin writing. 

Victor said that the board did not wish te 
take any advantage of the doctor, but 
wanted the rumors about the county hos- 
pital stopped. 5 

Dr. ge says that he can ans * the 
charges preferred against him, and t 
fifty of the fifty-three patients at the county 
hospital have signed affidavits supporting 
him, most of them without his solicitation. 

The board then set September 6 as the 
date for the hearing of the case. 

Both Keating and Victor are determined 
in the matter and a bitter fight is expected, 
all efforts to subdue the matter having 
failed. 

Keating maintains that the affair grows 
out of the animosity of Bidwell, who, he

STOPPING SUNDAY LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

At the last meeting of the City Trustees 
action was taken which it is hoped may re- 
sult in abating one of the great evils of the 
city. Quite a while ago a Sunday ordinance 
was passed requiring all saloons to close 
from 12 o’clock on Satuaday night until 5 
o’clock Monday morning. But hotels and 
restaurants were permitted to dispense 
ne gens with meals on Sundays as well as on 
ali other days, paying for the privilege the 
regular business license, $9 per quarter. 
The saloons of the city, paying $50 — 
month or 8150 per quarter, could sell but 
six days, while the restaurants could sell 
séven days a week and all ht to all who 
sit down beside a plate. of crackers and 
cheese. One of these restaurants, i) boasted 
that it sold eighty-seven dozen bottles of 
beer on a single Sunday, and others report 
sales of from forty to sixty dozen bottles, 
or more than most of the saloons sold in 
two weeks. It was therefore plain 

drinking was in no wa pre- 
vented by the Sunday nance, 
those who conducted the li- 
quor business legally, paying a revenue 
to the city, were deprived of the profits of 
the business. The trustees have now in. 
structed the City Attorney to draft an ordi- 
nance which will require all restaurants 
selling liquors on Sunday to pay the regu. 
lar saloon license of $50 per month. While 
this may not*materially reduce the amount 
of drinking done ia the city on Sundays, it 
will cause some of the worst holes to close 
and add considerable to the revenues to the 
city, and may lead to the prohibiting of 
to sell liquorson Sundays, or 
at All.

Torres, the Murderer, and His 
Plea of Self-defense. 


The Squirrel-killer Doing Good Work 
on the San Joaquin Ranch. 


The Salvation Army Dedicates Its 
New Barracks, 


The Success of the Coming Fair ts Assured. 
Items of Interest Happening in the 
Vicinity of Santa Ana—Per- 
sonal and General. 


SANTA.ANA, ? 
Francisco Torres, the murderer of Will- 
iam McKelvey, is now in the County Jail, 
where he will remain until he has his trial 
before the Superior Court. The court con- 
venes early in September. and it is highly 
probable that the Mexican will be given a 
speedy trial. 


— 
There is no doubt but that his plea will be 
self-defense, and that on this ground he 
will make his fight for life and Uberty. A 
summing up of the evidence as brought out 
in the preliminary hearing shows but little 
positive testimony bearing on the killing, 
and as there were no eye-witnesses to the 
homicide the evidence is, of course, all cir- 
cumstantial. 


McKelvey about the poll tax money; the 
fact that the Mexican woman heard them 
quarrelling, that she knew Torres went to 
the barn with the murdered man, that she 
heard the blows, and that Torres fied, are 
all points going to prove him guilty of 
murder. The ition in which the y 
was found would indicate that the blow was 
struck while the murdered man had his 
back toward the murderer. All these 
points taken together make astrong chain 
of circumstantial evidence tending to prove 
Torres guilty of a most diabolical, cold- 
blooded murder. 

There seems to be no doubt but that the 
accused man has many friends among the 
Mexicans in this locality, and it is likely 
that they will assist him inthetrial. The 
main witness for the prosecution is a Mex- J 
ican woman, and it is probable that ever 
effort will be made to weaken and bre 
down her testimony. 

The le of Santa Ana have acted ina 
manner highly creditable to them in this 
matter. Torres is in no way superior to 
an Indian, and he crushed the life out of 
a man respected by all who knew him, and 
aman who had a kind heart and was easy 
to get along with. Our people believe that 
‘in a court of justice he will get the punish- 
mentcommensurate with the horrible crime 
he has committed, and expect that he will 
find that punishment upon a scaffold, and 
soon, too.

Supervisors to Appear Before the 
State Board.

They Will Oppose Any Increase of 
the Assessor’s Figures. 


An Error of Fact Corrected and be- 


tails Given by Ar. ‘Gray. -

The Supervisors were yesterday off- 
cially notified by the State Board of 
Equalization that they had been cited 
to appear before that body to show 
cause why the assessment for the 
county should not be raised, as was 


ing. The Supervisors who are in the | 
city were seen by a Times reporter 
yesterday afternoon, and it was stated 
that a committee of three, consisting of 
Messrs. Perry, Davis and Hubbard, 
would appear before the board in behalf 
of the county on the 25th, the date for 
the hearing having been fixed for that 
day, Messrs. Perry and Davis will 
leave the city Monday, and be joined 
at Sacramento by Mr. Hubbard, who is 
now sojourning at Santa Crus for the 
benefit of his health. Assessor Gray 
will also accompany the committee. 
The gentlemen said they had but little 
hope of 2 the raise being 
made, as are convinced from the 
manner in which the members of the 
State board talked when they were 
down in this end of the State, 
that they think property is as- 
sessed too low. Mr. Obl n and the 
other members of the board did a good 
deal of quiet investigation on their 
trip, and interviewed a large number 
of people in regardto values, the re- 
sult of which is that they returned north 
with a very exalted opinion of South- 
ern California real estate. The com- 
mittee will, however, present facts and 
figures to the board, and explain in de- 
tail the basis on which the assessment 
was made, to show that it is a just and 
equitable one, and will devote their 
energies to keeping the raise down to 
the lowest possible notch. 
‘THE ASSESSOR'S OPINION. 

County Assessor Gray was also inter- 
viewed and said that he considered the 
proposed raise an injustice. The as- 
sessment had been very carefully made, 
and the property assessed at its full 

cash value as contemplated by law. 
The publication sent out from the State 
board was, he said, misleading from the 
fact that it stated that the assessment 
of Los Angeles was increased 15 per 
cent. last year, and the assessment is 
now $8,000,000 less than it was after 
the raise.“ This is a flagrant error of. 
fact, as will be seen by the following 
detailed statement:

The statement, Mr. Gray said, spoke 
for itself and needed no explanation. 

Mr. Gray also furnished some figures 
in the matter of railroad assessments, 
which are fixed by the State board and 
which indicate that in the opinion of 
that body the value of. railroad prop- 
erty—at least in some instances—depre- 
ciates in value as the country settles up 
with people and improvements are 
made. 

In the case of the Southern Pacific, 
for instance, the assessment for 1890 
in Los Angeles county was $1,980,887. 
In 1891 it was $1,885,606, a reducticn 
of $95,231 from 1890. In 1892 it is 
$1,819,963, a reduction from 1891 of 
$15,648, the total decrease for two 
years being $110,870. 

In the case of the Southern Califor- 
nia Railroad, however, a different state 
ofaffairs prevails. The assessment of 
this road in Los Angeles county in 1890 
was $€422,578. In 1892 it was 6440, 
185, an increase over 1890 of $19,- 
607. In 1892 it has jumped up to 
$501,810,an increase over 1891 of 
$61,625, ora total for the two years of 
$81,282. 

Mr. Gray will go with the supervisors e 
to Sacramento, and if the State board 
really wants the facts they will be fur-: 
nished with such detailed statements as 
may be necessary to make good the 
county’s case.
